The interview 


here given is a rejoinder to the statements ma.e by speakers favoring the 


compromise. 
“What would be the effect of ex- 


tending the United Railways fran- 


chises until 1948?" the reporter 


asked. 

“It would mean for the city a set- 
back Of 25 years,” he answered. 

“I will show you why. Under 
the terms of the compromise ordi- 
mance, the company is required to 
build not more than one mile of track 


only each year. It is not compelled to 


do that. 

“The company would not have to 
build more than three miles of new 
track to: complete the three proposed 


cross-town lines—at St. Louis ave- 


Arsenal street and Chouteau 


avenue... The company now has 345 
miles of track, and under the terms 
of the ordinance, allowing three miles 
for the completion of the cross-town 
lines, it would have to build only 40 
miles more during the next 37 years, 
making the total mileage in 1948 only 
385 miles.” 

“The rule in all large cities in this 
country is one mile of single track 
for the first 10,000 population, and an 
additional mile for each 1000 addi- 
tional population. On that basis the 
well- = gap ie roads in other cities 
are - handsome returns to their 
hock. pers and fair return to the 
citie. ““their privileges.

Mrs. Murphy was Miss Julia Reed. She 
and Murphy met when they were pupils 
at St. Bridget’s parochial school at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Stoddard street, and 
although she was seven years the 
younger they became friends then. 
Murphy subsequently went to St. Louis 
University, and after he was graduated 
he and Miss Reed were married. 

“My father was opposed to the mar- 
riage,’’ Mrs. Murphy said Thursday at 
4260 Finney avenue, where she is keep- 
ing house for four unmarried sisters, 
“but he did not forbid it positively, and 
I thought Jerry was the finest fellow in 
the world. 

Living With His Aunt. 

“After Helen, our first child, was 
born, Jerry got so he wag often away 
from home all night, and always spent 
his evenings out. I went to his parents 
about it finally, and they suggested that 
I separate from him. One of his broth- 
ers told me that if I were the right 
sort of wife Jerry would stay at home, 
but I am sure I did all I could to keep 
him. 

“He had a position at the packing 
plant, but it got so they did not want 
him there, and during the last year 
they have been giving me-$12 a week to 
Support my children. Helen is now 6 
years old and. Virginia 3 months.” 

Murphy is living with Mrs. Lizzie 
at 804 North Jefferson 
avenue. His four brothers and three 
sisters live with their mother at 65852 
Maple avenue. 

Disagreement With Wife. 

Murphy denied his wife's charge. He 
said he had been contributing to the 
support of the children, and sent them 
money March 16. Owing to financial re- 
verses, he has of late been an express 
wagon driver. He had a disagreement a 
year ago with his wife, he said, and 
decided to leave her. 

Jeremiah Murphy was well-known on 
‘change, and his packing plant at Twen- 
ty-third and Morgan streets was one of 
the most prosperous in St. Louis. After 
his death his sons took charge, and the 
concern went into bankruptcy. The 
plant was subsequently sold at much less 
than its actual value.

The charge is that the company was not entitled to 


this part of the money paid to it by the city. 
Adkins resigned five weeks ago, on demand of Comptroller 


Taussig, 


who found that concrete meter boxes had beer installed — 


by the construction company after President Reber of the Board 
of Public Improvements had passed unfavorably on them: and — 
that Adkins had paid ages for them with vouchers for “extras 


labor at 30 cents an hour.’ 

-The construction company filed suit 
for $793.62 still unpaid of its claim 
against the city and City Counselor 
Walther filed an answer March 4, in 
which he made the charges against Ad- 
kins. The city’s answer was taken at 
once out-of the Circuit Clerk’s office by 
Attorney C. Porter, Johnson for the 
construction company and was not made 
public until the company filed its reply 
Thursday at 12:30 p. m. 

Twelve Vouchers Cited. 

Walther names 12 vouchers, on each 
of which, he charges, the city paid for 
extra work and materials for which, 
under its contract with the construction 
company, it should not have paid and 
on some of which it paid for work that 
had not been done. Adkins ‘“‘knew the 
City Auditor and City. Comptroller re- 
lied on his good falth,’’ the petition 
charges, when he sent these vouchers 
to them and obtained their signatures. 

Under the company’s contract with 
the city, dated June 24, 1909, it is pro- 
vided that the company shall be en- 
titled to extra compensation for ._ :pes, 
valves and certain other materials, but 
that other materials shall be: supplied 
by the company: for hauling and set- 
ting fire hydrants and kéeping them in 
repair for six months; and for excavat- 
ing, at the rate of $2 a cubic yard 
where blasting was necessary, and # 
cents where it was not. 

The prices for laying pipes of va- 
rious sizes and for tearing up old 
pipe are stipulated in the contract. 
The city’s accusation is that the com- 
pany was paid for materials which, 
under the contract, it should have 
supplied without additional cost to 
the city; and for labor which, in some 
instances, was not performed. 

Time Is Objected To. 

In the latter case, the accusation 
is that the charge at 30 cents an hour 
was made for more work er actu- 
ally was done. 

Adkins was arbitrator between the 
city and the company under its con- 
tract, He decided how much work 
had been, and whether it wes done 
properly, and certified to the vouch- 
ers in ciel ae Walther mentions 12 


vouche 
The construction company, in reply 


to Walther’s charges, made a sweeping 
derial, and said that the payment under 
the vouchers in question was for extra 
labor and materials, and that the vouch- 
ers were made in that form under a 
custom which had prevailed for % years 
at the city hall. 

In the contract for water mains, the 
city’s counterclaim sets forth, the 
things for which the company should 
recéivé extra compensation were set 
forth. It also specified that certain 
materials should be furnished by the 
city, and all the rest by fhe sompany. 

1739.85 Biggest Sum. 

Extra compensation for hauling and 
setting fire hydrants and keeping 
them in repair for six months was to 
be allowed at the rate of $2 each. 

The largest single sum of which. the 
city is alleged to have been defrauded 
is $1789.85 on a voucher of April 14, 1919, 
for $7216.98. 

The first voucher is dated Sept. & 
1900. Through i the company obtained 
$36.94 extra compensation for materials 
and extra work to which the city al- 
leged the company was not entitled, the 
city holding that under the contract the 
company should have paid for the ma- 


terfals and that the work listed ‘as

Mechanic Arts Structure, at Co- 
lumbia Destroyed With Loss 
of $50,000.

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 23.—The Me- 
chanic Arts Building of the University 
of Missouri, valued at $50,000, was burned 
to the ground by a fire that started at 
2:15 this morning. Equipment valued at 
$20,000, consisting of forges, manual 
training equipment and laboratory ap- 
paratus, was destroyed. 

The fire is supposed to have started 
from the forging rooms in the basement, 
the only part of the building where a 
fire Was permitted. The whistle of the 
University power house announced the 
flames as soon as they were discovered, 
and 1500 students attempted to save the 
contents of the building, but with little 
success. 

The hose kept in place was attached 
and when the Columbia Fire Depart- 
ment arrived 30 minutes later, two more 
hose were played on the flames. Until 
6 a. m. the students and firemen fought 
the fire and through their efforts the 
engineering building, next door, was 
saved. About 200 students lost drawing 
boards and materials. 

The Mechanic Arts Building was built 
in 1893 and stood on the west side of 
the campus, nearest academic hall. 





ST. LOUIS NATIONAL 
LIFE AGAIN SOLD 


Insurance Cofipany Bought by 
Kansas City Syndicate— 


Five Sales in 4 Years. 


It became known in insurance circles 
Thursday that the St. Louis. National 
Life Insurance Co. was sold to a syndi- 
cate of Kansas City financiers Wednes- 
day. It will be moved to Kansas City, 
consolidated with the National Secruityv 
Life Co., of that city, and the name 
changed to the National Security Life 
Insurance Co. 

BE. &. Lewis of St. Louis, retiring pres- 
ident of the St. Louis National, will 
remain on the board of the new com- 
pany and will be a vice-president. 

The syndicate obtained control of the 
company by purchasing 3500 shares of 
stock from G. M. Sutherland of St. Louis 
for $78,750, and a number of small lots 
of shares. Sutherland retains 1700 
shares. 

The St. Louis National has $1,800,000 in- 
surance in force, and the National Se- 
curity, which is only recently organized, 
has $700,000 insurance applications. 

The St. Loufs National has been sold 
five times since its organization in 1907. 
Harry B. Gardner attempted to buy the 
company and was its president for three 
weeks. Gardner was then promoting 
the Continental Assurance Co., and In- 
surance Superintendent Lake refused to 
sanction the sale of the St. Louis Na- 
tional to Gardner.

The signal was taken up by other Ma- 
plewood residents and more than 930 
shotg were fired to call out the volun- 
teer fire fighters. 

It is believed that the fire started 
in Mendel Ferman’s shoe store in the 
middle of the block. Mrs. Ferman was 
overcome by smoke and her husband }: 
carried her into the rear yard, whence 
she was taken to a neighbor’s home. 

Miss Pauline Thompson, night oper- 
ator for the Kinloch Telephone Co., re- 
mained at her post, half a block from 
the fire, and called up all the subscrib- 
ers in Maplewood and asked them to 
help fight the fire. 

At the Bell Exchange all of the wires 
were burned out. Miss Woehrle, the 
operator, was frightened when blue 
flames played over the switchboard, but 
she remained in the room. 

Gasoline Explodes, 

Shortly after the fire started there was 
an explosion of gasoline in Ferman’s 
shoe store. A can of the explosive is 
said to have been kept there as fuel 
for a cook stove. 

The flames rapidly spread to Lee 
Young’s: Chinese laundry next door. 
Young ran up thé street yelling, and 
‘aroused the neighborhood. William 
Schroedér. fired his revolver shots 
call out'the two’ divisions of the Vol- 
unteer Fire Department under Chiefs 
Dan Sheerin and J. A. Walton.

Survives Bombardment of Old 
Texas, but the Battleship Is 
Badly Riddled.

"Dummies in the Fighting Top, 


Representing Sailors, Are 
Unscathed.

FORT MONROE, Va., March 23.— 
Further experiments with the battle- 
ship San Marcos, formerly the Texas, 


tests in Tangier Sound are to be con- 
tined to attacks on the armor belts and 
turrets. No attempt will be made to 
float the vessel, as it would cost sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars to re- 
store it to its former condition. 

Eleven ships of the Atlantic battleship 
fleet retufned to Hampton Roads today 
from Tangier Sound, where the officers 
observed the tests on the Texas. 

Other ships of the fleet were still in 
Tangier Sound. Thosé which returned 
to the roadstead this morning were the 
Connecticut, flying the pennant of Rear 
Admiral Seaton Schroeder, fleet com- 
mander: the Michigan, North Dakota, 
Georgia, Nebraska, Idaho, Mississippi, 
Minnesota, Vermont, Rhode Island and 
Virginia. 

The ships will remain in these waters 
until April 1, when the regular spring 
maneuvers and prattices will begin on 
the Southern Drill Grounds. 

The @xpériments to which the old 
Texas was Subjected have proved costly, 
but navy officials believe they were 
worth the loss entailed. 

While the old ship will not be raised, 
it. is more than likely that she will be 
stripped of all guns, enginés and other 
things that ean be sayed. These might 
have been takeh out of the ship before 
she was shot to pieces, but it was the 
desire of the Government-to -see just 
what effect actual battle firing woud 
have. e Fs | 

Naval .officer#, Including.- Secretary 
Meyer, who boarded thé San Marcos to 
inspect thé effect of -the firing, found 
that some of the animals and chickens 
which had been :placed in various parts 
of the ship had heen killed, but they 
were astonished: when a cat walked 
quietly out of the hole which had been 
made in the base of a turret by a 12-inch 
shell. ; 

The dummies representing sailors in 
the fighting top of the ship were un- 
scathed, in spite of the volleys. This 
was a tribute to the excellence of the 
gunpointers’ work, as they were ordered 
to confine théir' fire to the hull and tur- 
rets, 

A fire raged inside the ship, caused 
by the explosive shells which penertated 
her sides and, mad@ it impossible for the 
observers to go below the main deck to 
ascertain the damage.

Carabineers Offered $12 
Each for Witnesses. 





FRIEND OF NICOLA MORRA 


Cuoccolos’ Assassins Declared to 
Have Washed Hands at Her 
Home After Crime. 


By Associated Press. 
VITERBO, Italy, 


Stendardo, at whose home, the State 
alleges, the assassins washed their 
hands of the bleod of the Cuoccolos, was 
examined ‘by President Bianchi at the 
trial of the 86 Camorrists today. She 
is the only weman among the prisoners, 
and the charge against her is complicity 
murders and the receiving of 
stolen goods. 

In the course of the interrogation the 
accusation was made that she had 
bribed witnesses to testify falsely in aid 
of the defendants. This she denied, as- 
serting that, on the contrary, the Cara- 
bineerg had offered to pay her $12 for 
each witness she induced to sign a 
statement prepared by them. 


Retains Much of Beauty. 
The woman, whose defense was a gen- 


eral denial of the charges, is under mid- 
dle age and retains much of the beauty 
that in youth! resulted in many con- 
quests in the poorer class among whom 
she was born, and later made her a 
woman of ease and of influence, both 
in the Camorra and in the official life 
of Naples. Her home is said to be @ 
resort of desperate criminals, while her 
friends included men in high places. 

She is an intimate fri@nd of Nicola 
Morra, one of the alleged actual mur- 
derers of Cuoccolo and his wife, and it 
is charged that Morra and his com- 
panions went to the woman’s home, fo)- 
lowing the murders. This Maria de 
nied, insisting that it was another in- 
stance of manufactured’ evidence. . 

Ferdinando de Matteo, who is accused 
of having lured Cuoccolo to his death, 
was another prisoner questioned today. 
De Matteo, who is advanced in years, 
once had fame as an athlete and is 
known as a frequenter of questionable 
resorts. He is illiterate and, according 
to the police, a vicious character. 


Hatred of Morra Averred. 
The particular charge against him is 


that he induced Cuoccolo to visit a lonely 
spot on the outskirts of Torre del Greco 
on the pretext that they were to meet 
to plan a burglarly at the home of 
Commandator Rossi Romano. Cuoccolo 
fell into the trap and found himself in 
a place where everything had been pre- 
pared for death. 

Under examination De Matteo dented 
participation in the crime er that he 
was the head of the Camorra in his dis- 
trict. He said’ he hated Nicola Morra 
and would never work with him in a 
crime. They had quarreled years ago, 
he said, over a theft.in which they were 
engaged.

The referendum amendment applies 
the principle of local option to the suf- 
frage propisition. It provides that each 
political district shall have local op- 
tion on woman’s suffrage. If the city 
of Chicago, for instance, votes for it 
at a referendum the women there will 
thave a vote on city officers. If a county 
indorses it all women in that county 
may ‘vote for county officers. If the 
entire State approves it by a referendum 
vote they will have the right to ballot 
for State officers. 

The Senate voted Tuesday, 21 to 20, to 
postpone the bill indefinitaly. Then Mrs. 
Katherine Waugh McCulloch,’ a_ suf- 
fragist leader, agreed to accept the 
referendum amendment, which had 
been rejected a few hours before. 

The bill has not yet been considered

HERD OF JERSEYS 
ENRICHES WOMAN 
BUTTER CHAMPION 


Miss Lucy Haynes Gets $50 a 
Month Pin Money From 
Her Bovine Pets. 





Miss Lucy Haynvs is the ecnampion 
butter maker of Jersey County, Ill. Her 
record for the year just ended is 2014 
pounds, and she picks up in this way, 
as pin money, “more than $50 a month. 
The Haynes family is well-to-do and 
owns a rich 500-acre farm northeast of 
Jerseyville. Miss Haynes’ special pride 
is a herd of 11 Jersey cows,- which she 
feeds And milks twice daily. She churns 
the milk and does all the other work 
herself, and markets her butter in Jer- 
sev ville. 

Country butter generally commands 
2 cents, a pound in Jerseyville, but 
Miss Haynes’ is so superior that she 
has no trouble getting 30 cents a pound 
for it. 

Miss ‘Haynes has for vears had the 
reputation of being the most expert but- 
ter maker in that part of Illinois. Her 
father, Adam Haynes, died 20 years ago, 
and since then she and her brother Wil- 
liam have managed the farm. 

The butter money is just pin mone. 
Miss Haynes contributes largely to the 
family income by her trade in eream, 
turkeys, chickens and eggs. 

Once when extra help was needed and 
could not be obtained, Miss Haynes 
worked in the fields with the harvest 
hands. 
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99-YEAR VERDICT AS 
CRIMINALS’ WARNING 


Jury, in 20 Minutes, Imposes 
Maximum Term on Negro 
Habitual Burglar. 


Through its verdict tmposing a gen- 
tence of 99 years in prison on Joshua 
Brown, a jury in Judge Hitchcock’s 
court warned jail prisoners awaiting 
trial] on charges of crime that severe 
penalties awaited them. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Everett Paul Griffin had 
begged the jury to impose on Brown the 
maximum penalty. 

‘There are more than a hundred men 
in jail who are anxiously awaiting your 
verdict in this case,’ he said. ‘‘Many 
of them are habitual criminals such as 
Brown. They have been given a chance 
after their first commission of crime, 
only to go out and do wrong again. 
If you don't give this man the limit, 
you will only be encouraging the other 
criminals. Impose upon this man the 
worst punishmefit the law inflicts, and 
by that act send a message to the oth- 
ers in jail, letting them know what to 
expect when they come to trial.’’ 

The jury was out less than 2 minutes 
when it reached a verdict finding Brown 
guilty of being an habitual burglar. 

Policeman O¢certli of the Carr Street 
District caught Brown, who is a negro, 
emerging from the saloon at 926 Wash 
Street Nov. 10. He was carrying a 
large quantity of tobacco and liquors. 
Investigation showed the saloon had 
been entered through a rear window, 
the shutter of which had been pried off.

Lawrence A. Bowlin of 9 Winde- 
mere place, Thursday asked the police 
tO arrest Raymond McKuhn, his ten- 
ant, at 1094 South King’s highway, on 
a charge of assaulting him.

Interviews with members of the Municipal As- 


sembly prove that the Post-Dispatch has not ex- 
aggerated the menace of the United Railways 
“cinch” bill.

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PROGRESS AGAINST ‘‘EASY MONEY SINGS’’ 

Some suppose that St. Louis is malting slow 
progress in civilization orfnone at all.’ No one 
can hold this theory lomg, if he reads, the his- 
tory of the city daily in the newspapegs and re- 
members it from year to year. 

It is history this week that the pcaice raided 
an alleged educational, benevolent and social club

Swedish Woman Philosopher Says That Women Must 
Choose Between Affection and a Job for She May 
Not Have Both. Written for the Post-Dispatch

HERE is ttle doubt that when 
i Bernard Shaw put forth his re- 
cent dramatic treatise on ‘‘Get- 
ting Married’ he thought he was 
saying the last and most daring word 
on the troublous question of wmatri- 
mony. But he was reckoning without 
womian’s eternal privilege of the last 
word of which Ellen Key, the Swedish 
reformer and writer, has just availed 
herself, In her new book on ‘Love and 
Marriage,” this author, previously 
known to a small circle of readers in 
the United States for her ‘“‘Century of 
the Child,” deals with the sociological 
probiems of the present day with a 
frankness Which suggests that while 
Bernard Shaw handles our sacred con- 
ventions without gloves, Ellen Key at- 
tacks them with brass knuckles. 

Indeed, so ferocious is the onslaught 
of this middle-aged Swedish woman on 
the standards and conduct of the ma- 
jority that a complete exposition of her 
sex theories is searcely practicable or 
desirable, Let it suffice that, conform- 
ing to the strange modern tendency 
which leads the highest minds to seek 
apologies for the lowest conduct, ‘lien 
Key finds sométhing in her philosophy 
to justify almost every vagary of mor- 
als. 

The really Interesting portion of her 
book, however, is that which pays a 
merited +, long withheld tribute to the 
superio -Charm of the old-fashioned 
womam 

“Woman's competition with man in 
the field of labor,’’ Miss Key admits in 


i her chapter on ‘‘The Right to Mother- 


hood,” “has, in fact, oceasioned a pro- 
found Iill-feeling between the sexes 
Women feel themselves, rightly 01 
wrongly, cheapene@ and underestl- 
and men, on the other hand, 
consider themselves thrust aside when 
#oman's lower demand of wages de- 
fides the competition in her favor. But 
this is till the external eide of the 
matter. 

“It is the new woman—the trans- 
formed type of soul—that man objects 
to. The mahnish, emancipated ladies 
Will soon, however, have died out. We 
can, therefore, pass them by and con- 
sider only the young women who have 
preserved or tried to presé¢rve their 
posaibilities of erotic attraction. 

These have, however, lost the calm, 
the equilibrium, the receptivity, which 
formerly made of woman & beautiful, 
easily comprehended plete of nature, 
like nature tn her unconditidnal yield- 
ing. When a man camé to the woman 
he loved with his worries, his fatigue, 
his disappointments, he washed himself 
clean as If a cool wave, found peace as 
in a silent ¢ nee 

Nowadays, «..<¢ meets him with her 
Worries, her disquiet, her fatigues, her 
dixappointments. Her picture has been 
refused: her book is mi@understood; her 
work is abused; her examination has 
to be prepared for—always hers. All 
this makes the man think her disturbed, 
unapproachable and apt ts misunder- 
stand. Even if she retains her affec- 


 tlonate attentions for him, she has lost | 


thelr elasticity. She does not choose 
the conditions of her work: she its 
Obliged to overwork herself if she 
wishes to keep her work. 

“But love, as has been aptly said, 
requires peace; love will ream: tt can- 
not live upon remnants of our time and 
personality. And thus the value of love, 
ike all other personal values, sinks 
under modern conditions of work wh 4 


a 1. 
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drain the vital forces and make people 
forget even the meaning of the idea of 
living. Thus the people of the present 
day are excluded from love; not mere- 
ly from the possibility of realizing it in 
marriage, but also from the possibility 
of fully experiencing it. 

“Nor have these overtired young wom- 
en a chance of preserving their charm 
in outward appearance and manner. 
This is only done nowadays in a con- 
scious style by ladies of the highest so- 
ciety, and by those of the demi-monde. 
who perform no other duty to the com- 
munity than the more elegant than 
worthy one of illustrating the parable 
of the Iflies of the fteld. 

“But even now few women can af- 
ford and fewer still feel that they have 
the right to or the leisure for this wor- 
ship of their own intoxicating and self- 
intoxicating loveliness. More and more 
have to take part in a life of work. 
while, moreover, women are becoming 
less attracted by the ideal of perfection 
of form and more by that of formation 
of personality. 

“But this movement involves uncer- 
tainty of form until new forms have 
been created, and man loves in woman 
precisely that sureness, lightness and 
reposé in hér own sense of power which 
are generally wanting in the tentative 
young woman of the present day. 

“A new kind of young woman is, how- 
ever, already to be met with, who wil! 
neither work nor charm exclusively, 
and who are solving the problem of 
being at the santé time active and beau- 
tiful. 

“Thus the deepest conflict-of all lies 
herein, that young men feel young wom- 
en to be independent of the love they 
offer; they fee] themselves weighed and 
~—found wanting. Woman's capacity for 
making a living has thus Undoubtedly 
resulted in giving a man a greater 
chance of believing himself ‘loved, but 
at the same time—a smaller chance of 
being so." 

Notwithstanding Miss Key's descrip- 
tion of this new type of Wagé-earning 
Venus, the conclusion to be drawn from 
her comparison of the old and the new 
woman is that woman must choose be- 
tween her love and her job, her charm 
and her profession.
